‘ LONDON, March 20,—In the house 
lof commons today Sir Albert Stanley, 
president of the board of trade, an- 
nounced that owing to the withdrawal 
for other purposes of coasting steam- 
ers ,which hitherto had brought three 
million tons of coal yearly from the 
north to the south of England, it had 
become urgent to reduce the consump- 
tion of coal and of elgctricity. A num- 
ber of restrictions would be intro- 
duced in the 28 cqaunties south of a 
line drawn frony The Wash to Bristol 
Channel. This would inyolve reduc- 
tions in the use of gas and electricity 
vhich detailed with certain exceptions 
in favor of hospitals and munition 
works. All the large power stations 
supplying the tramways and electric 
railways would be rationed, with con- 
Msequent restrictions in such _ service, 
Bincluding the London tubes, No lights 
lare to be permitted for ig of 
shop windows and no foéd is to be 
cooked or any hot meals served in any 
hotel, club, restaurant, tavern, board- 
ing or public eating house between 
9.20 at night and 5 o'clock in the 
morning. All lights in the dintng- 
rooms of such places must be exting- 
uished between 11 o'clock at night 
land 5 o'clock in the morning. No per- 
formance in any theatre, music hall, 
moving picture house or other place 
of amusement is to be continued af- 
ter 10,30 at pight, nor will they be 
permitted to open before 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon.

LONDON March 20.—One of 
the most important statements 


made today was the speech de- 
livered in the house by Sir’ Eric 
Geddes, first lord of the admiral- 
ty. He appeaseu the demand 
which has become’ gencral re- 
cently that the country should be 
told the exact amount of ship- 
“ing loss, and has announced the 
appointment of Great Britain's 
foremost builder, Lord Pirrie, as 
controller gencral of merchant 
shipping. Lord Pirric will not be 
a member of the board of the 
admiralty, but he will have dij- 
rect access to the premier and the 
war cabinet, His appointment, 
it is indicated, will be received 
with the greatest satisfaction, ° 

Sir Eric's speech was a simple 
statement of facts, with no ora- 
torical sentences, but he was list- 
ened to more attentively than the 
most cloquent orators in the gov- 
ernment, 


The first Jord defended the shipping 
controller and the admiralty against 
charges that suipouilding had been 
delayed by changes in designs of ships 
on the stocks.

Govt. Amendment to School 
| Act of Province Touches 
Vital Matter 


MUST HAVE DOCTORS 


Town Trustees Shall Have 
Power to Provide Free 
Treatment to Pupils 


In the Legislature. 


The duty of the state and the re- 
| sponsibility of parents in regard to 
the medical attention that should be 
| given children in the public schools of 
the province was the principal topic 
of discussion when the bill to amend 
}the various schoo] ordinances and 
acts was in committee of the whole 
house at the legislature on Wednes- 
| day afternoon, and Hon, A. G. Mac- 
Kay may be said to have crystallized 
the discussicii when he asserted that 
it was the right of the state to step 
in and say that a child should be at- 
tended to and that the parents could 
select thelr own physician if they ob- 
jected to the children being attended 
by the doctor who was deputed to 
care for the health of the population 
of the schoola, 

The discussion arose upon the con- 
sideration of the following proposed 
new sections: 
| “The board of every town district 
situated in whole or in part within 
the limite of any incorporated city 
shall, after the first day of Septem- 
ber, 1918, employ at least one medi- 
eal doctor to inspect or supervise the 
inspection of the pupils of each achool 
jin the district at least once during 
each school term under such regula- 
tlong as may by» made by the depart- 
ment of education. 

“The board of every town district 
shall have power to provide free med- 
ical, dental and surgical treatment for 
such pupils or classes of pupils ae it 
may. determine.” 
| Objections Made 

Hon, J. R. Boyle sald that he had 
had an objection from the Christian 
Scientists to compulsory treatment. 

This intimation brought from Mr. 
MacKay the rejoinder defining the 
rights of both state and parent, and 
/he asked if the state had the power 
of quarantine, should it not have the 
power to step in and see that the 
child was attended to not on™ for its 
own benefit, but for its welfare ag a 
future citizen of the state?

Cost of Living Commissioner Strongly Condemns Order 
Passed by Food Control Department—Says it Should 
at Once be Rescinded in Interests of Public Health. 


Ottawa, March 20—The cost of living commissioner of the de- 
partment of labor has issued his report for the month of January on 
the cost of bread produced in the larger cities of Canada. 

The commissioner concludes as follow 

“Since I issued my last statement concerning Canadian bread 
conditions the Canada Food Board has put into force a regulation 
which prohibits the wrapping of bread. This regulation, whether or 
not sought by the bakers, was welcomed by them, and they seem 
quite content therewith, but in my judgment (admittedly fallible) it 
conduces to waste and contributes to make higher 
ing. J therefore respectfully suggest that it Siok be rescinded, If 
the object of its being made was the reduction of the cost of bread to 
the consumer (I was not consulted so I do not krow), that object has 
already signally failed. Some bakers have raised their prices. I 
know of none who have reduced them, If the object was the preven- 
tion of waste, that object has worse than failed, for the evil of waste

SCHOOL TEACHERS 
DENOUNCE CIVIC 
“GYPSY” LICENSES 


Deplore Permits Being Issued for 
Practice of Phrenology— 
Strong Resolution 


At a meeting of the public schoo! 
teachers Jast night an emphatic pro- 
test was lodged against the civic au- 
thorities for granting licenses to the 
colony of gypsies which has been 
operating a number of ‘‘plrenology” 
rooms along Jasner and other streets. 
The following resolution was unani- 
mously passed and instructions given 
to have it forwarded without delay to 
the city commissioners: 

“That this meeting of the public 
school section of the Edmonton 
Teachers’ Alliance respectfully sub- 
mits an emphatic protest against 
the existing estate of affairs, and of 
any repetition of the disgrace and 
menace to the good name of our 
city, in the licensing of so-called 
gypsy ‘phrenologists;’ and we urge 
that these license be immediately 
cancelled and that such people be 
not again allowed to practice their 
trade upon the wouths, the men- 
tally deficient, ~« Other residents of, 
or visitors to, the city.”’

BANKERS MAKE 
PROTEST OVER 
TAXATION PLAN 


Canadian Association Objects to 
Edmonton’s Scheme for Tap- 
ping New Revenues 


A strong protest against the new 
taxation proposals has been made to 
Mayor Evans by the Canadian Bank- 
ers’ association, 

A_telegram received by the mayor 
on Wednesday morning from I. W. 
Taylor, vice-president of the associa- 
| tion, said: 
| “Referring to city of Edmonton tax- 
|ation proposals, members of this as- 
sociation desire me to point cht that 
jin addition to substantial taxation by 
province of Alberta, much heavier rel- 
atively per capita than any other pro- 
vince, gaye British Columbia, the Do- 
minion governiient, less than three 
years ago, imposed a tax of one per 
cent, of the circulation of notes of 
each bank, a material addition to ex- 
jeting taxation.”

LIQUOR ACT ALTERS 


Amendment in Legislature 
Will Also Increase Penal- 
ty to Bootleggers 


One of the principal provisions in 
the act to amend the lquor act is 
that providing for the payment to the 
cities of Pdmonton, Calgary, Leth- 
bridge and Medicine Hat of one third 
of the fines collected in each munici- 
pality on account of liquor prosecu- 
tions, 

The fine for what Is known aa “boot- 
legging’ 1s increased to not leas than 
$100 and not more than $200 and costs 
|for a first conviction, with three 
months imprisonment in default. For 
a second offence it is imprisonment 
of not less than three months and net 
more than aix months 

For every offence under the act for 
which a specific penalty has not been 
provided, fines ranging from §19 to 
$100 and costs for first conviction, and 
from $100 to $800 and costa on second 
conviction are fixed. For a third or 
any subsequent offence the punish- 
ment is imprisonment of not less than 
three and not more than six months. 


TAXATION UPON 
AMUSEMENTS 
BE ENLARGED 


Bill to be Introduced by Hon. G. 
P, Smith Repeals Theatres 
Tax Act 


The Amusements Tax Act, which 
repeals the Theatre-goers Tax Adot, 
broadens the scone of taxation and 
raises the rates, although the scale, 
Hon. G. P. Smith points out, ts from 
25 to 50 per cent below what is im- 
posed in other provinces, ‘Place of 
amusement” is defined to include not 
only all descriptions of theatres but 
every place where an entertainment 
ia given, an athletic meeting, a box- 
ing bout, a circus and a menagerie. 

Every person atiending such places 
must pay taxes according to the fol- 
lowing scale: One cent when the price 
of admission !s from ten to twenty 
cents; two and a half cents when the 
price of admission {s more than twen- 
ty, but not more than 75 cantes; five 
cents when the price of admission is 
more than 75 cents and not more than 
a dollar; ten cents when it is more 
than one dollar. 

A tax of 25 cents whall be paid by 
every person attending a boxing bout 
or coniest. Persons having passes or 
complimentary tickets must also pay 
according to the price of the enter- 
tainment. 

The tax whall aa under the old act 
be collected by the owner of the place 
of amusement: 

The penalty for infringement tn the 
case of the patron is from not more 
than $50 and in the case of the owna 
it runs from $25 to $200 for each of 
fense. Power is also given the pro- 
vincial secretary to revoke licenses, 
| The act goes Into effect on the let 
of May.

‘Mad Patsy" ap- 
pealed to one as the most difficult 
number of all in an exacting pro- 
gram; it was an extraordinary song 
and needs hearing more than once in 
crder to get an intelligent grasp of 
its meaning. Added interest was given 
tc Mr. Treharne’s songs by an an- 
nouncement made at the beginning of 
the concert by Mrs. Sanford Evans, 
that at the outbreak of war, Mr. Tre- 
harne was in Berlin, where he was 
interned for some consdieregble time, 
going through terrible hardships until 
he was finally exchanged after hay- 
ing been rendered unfit for military 
service.

After no 
ing that a collection of 123 samples 
of sausages from all parts of Canada 
showed that only four contained dyed 
meats, the analyst stated that he sub- 
sequently learned that the market in 
which dyed sausages are sold are 
quite restricted. As the district of 
Montreal was not included tn the 123 
samples analyzed, he caused 2 special

0 person shall make or manu- 
intoxicating liquor or cause 


intoxicating liquor to be made or man- 
ufactured within the Dominion of 
Canada after the first day of April, 
1918: Provided that in case the sale 
of intoxicating liquor of any class for 
beverage purposes is permitted in any 
province, this regulation shall not ap- 
ply to the manufacture of such intoxi- 
cating .iquor in such province until 
the thirty-first day of December, 1918. 

3. Nothing in these regulations 
shall prevent a manufacturer from 
making or manufacturing intoxicating 
liquor for sacramental, industrial, ar- 
tistic, mechanical, scientific, and me- 
dicinal purposes, in accordance with 
the terms of his license. 

4. No person after the first day of 
April, 1918, shall send, take, transport 
into, or deliver in any prohibited area 
any intoxicating Nquor or cause any 
intoxicating Mquor to be s0 sent, 
transported or delivered. 

5. No person after the first day of 
April, 1918, shall either directly or in- 
directly sell or contract or agree to 
sell any intoxicating liquor which is 
in, or which is to be delivered within 
any prohibited area. 


With this definition of what con- 
stitutes a prohibited area, the or- 
der appears to be what the public 
have been calling for: that is, such 
measure as would supplement pro- 
vincial legislation, to the end of 
enacting absolute prohibition. All 


the Canadian provinces have pas- | 


sed laws prohibiting the sale of 
liquor within their various boun- 
daries, though in the case of Que- 
bec this legislation does not come 
into effect for something more 
than a year. If this order-in-coun- 
cil means what it seems to mean, it 
will prohibit, after the first of 
April, the manufacture of intoxi- 
cants anywhere in Canada, for- 
bids the transportation of liquor 
into any part of Canada wherein 
the sale of liquor is by law pro- 
hibited, and will also prevent the 
sale of liquor for delivery in any 
such part of Canada. That appar- 
ently cuts out mail order business 
by which the provincial enact- 
ments have hitherto been circum- 
vented by igenious dealers. After 
April 1 Canada should really be 
dry, 


‘Forced Loans,’’ From Whom? 


Mayor Evans _ justifies the 
“forced loan’’ proposal on the 
ground that those who pay their 
taxes would have to pay in any 
event taxes which are not collect- 
ed from other parties; and that 
the proposal is simply to take this 
money from them as a loan rather 
than as taxes. That argument 
might be valid provided taxes 
were levied equitably upon every- 
body, and that the foreed loan 
scheme applied to all taxpayers: Is 
it intended to demand these forced 
loans from those who pay business 
and income taxes, or only from 
property owners? The clause seems 
to suggest the latter. 


Retail Trade Comes First- 


A delegation of market garden- 
ers interviewing a committee of 
the city council in support of re- 
gulations the market gardeners’

Municipal Hospital Scheme. 


The Municipal Hospital Act 
passed at last session of the Legis- 
lature is being repealed and a new 
act substituted. The new act ap- 
plies to local improvement dis- 
tricts, rural municipalities, vil- 
lages and towns, and cities having 
a population less than 5,000. The 
Provincial Secretary, under whose 
direction the act is to be adminis- 
tered, is to divide the Province 
into proposed hospital districts, 
}and may establish a hospital dis- 
trict upon petition from each mu- 
jnicipal council in the proposed 
district, from twenty-five ratepay- 
ers in each municipality, or from 
the contributing council or coun- 
cils of one or more municipalities 
and twenty-five ratepayers in oth- 
er municipalities. Upon establish-

{in a British house of legislature, re- 
ceived her election from the Clares- 
holm constituency by a splendid ma- 
jority. She wag put up by the Non- 
Partizan league, and the organized 
farmers of that district. 

Mrs. McKinney was born in old On- 


tario on a farm near Frankville, She 
toox her high school training at Ath~ 
ens and taught school for some yeare 
in Ontario before following the lure 
of the West and coming to North Da- 
kota where she taught for about two 
years more. Then her ability as an 
organizer, as well as her interest in 
the work was recognized by the W.C. 
T.U., and she was made stage evange!l- 
ist and organizer for North Dakota. 
This position she occupied for two 
years more, when she married. 

From then she lived on a farm at 
Church's Ferry, near Grand Forks, 
for some seven years, when the fami- 
ly moved to Claresholm, Alberta, in 
1892, In Alberta, although Mr, and 
Mrs. McKinney have always had farnm- 
ing interests, they have not been ac- 
tually living on a farm. 

The W.C.T.U. has always been the 
chief interest of Mrs. McKinney and 
officially she has never been out of 
the"work.

Ask any old time fight fan to name the greatest hea it 
in ring history, and, if h# be not blinded by racial prejudice, the 
chances are that he will say, “Peter Jackson.” The last important 
bout of the great Australian colored boxer was fought twenty years 
ago tomorrow, March 22, 1898, when young Jim Jeffries, then a 
rising ring gladiator, knocked Peter cold in the third round. 
But it was only a shadow of Peter Jackson that Jeff disposed of so 
easily. Robbed of his strength and speed by a too great Indulgence 
in the good things of life, Peter was almost a wreck when he faced 
the brawny Californian. 

. Greatest fighter of his time that he was, Peter never wore a 
championship crown upon his kinky dome. In 1891 he fought Cor- 
bett sixty-one grilling rounds to a draw. The following year Cor- 
bett met and defeated John L. Sullivan, who had refused to fight 
Jackson. There is no doubt that Peter could have whipped John L, 
Jackson was the great master of ring generalship, and what he did 
not know about the game was not worth knowing. He whipped 
every man who would fight him, except Corbett, and he was not at 
his best when he mixed with ‘Gentleman Jim.” He defeated Pad- 
dy Slavin, another great Australian, in London, and the English 
sports made a hero of Peter and ruined him with high living. When 
he came back to America he was not Petér Jackson at all, but a 
magnificent ruin of a once supreme fighting machine. 

The fortune he made in the ring and on the stage he squandered 
as fast as he got it, and when he returned to Australia. to die he 
was dead broke. 

For five years Jackson was managed by “Parson” Davies, who 
took him on the road in “Uncle Tom's Cabin,” and made a big hit. 
A monument at Sydney, Australia, has been erected to the memory 
of “the greatest heavyweight in ring history.” 

° * * 


Jack McClelland defeated Andy Daley in ten rounds at Pitts- 
burgh on March 21, 1903, fifteen years ago today. Both McClelland 
and Daley were great lightweights in their day, although nether 
reached championship honors. The bout between Jack and Andy is 
chiefly remembered by those who saw it because of an amusing in- 
cident.

Mr. Ford contenu.. that tax would 
be paid by the banke and they estim- 
ated the amount that would be called 
for at $1,000 annually. He added that 
in cases of some of the other vanks 
the figures would be larger, but the 
Merchants’ Bank was considered a 
(air average, applicable to the whole. 
tn addition to the other taxes, there 
was a Dominion tax on circulation 
which amounted to $70,000. 

In answer to a question Mr. Ford 
sald that the $70,000 was for the whole 
of the Dominion. 

To show the ultimate effect cf the 
taxation Mr. Ford said that the shares 
of the bank were held by 2,706 peo- 
ple and of these 1,500 were women 
or trustees for women and children, 
This showed that bank stock had 
been invested in with the idea of pro- 
viding for such. Not more than four 
of the stockholders held over one 
thousand shares each, 

Mr. Ford said that an astonishing 
feature of the income tax was that it 
was not to be placed on profits from 
returns made, but the city authorities 
sald: We will assume that the income 
is two per cent. of the total average 
deposits for the year. He then gave a 
lst of figures which he said were the 
percentago of profits on the duposits, 
in a number of banks, but on being 
questioned said that the figures repre- 
sented the working of the banks 
throughout the Dominion as a whole. 

Branch Office Deposits, 

The committee said that they were 
concerned with the figures for the 
branch deposits, and Mr. Ford said 
that he could not give them offhand, 
but some of the branches made no 
profits at all. It was a false basis to 
assume that in the case of every bank 
doing business tn the city the profits 
equalled two per cent. of the total 
average deposits for the year. It was 
also pointed out by the speaker that 
every place had the right to come and 
ask for similar taxation, and in such 
case the banks would be in a most 
unfair position. Calgary was asking 
for the income tax and Wetaskiwin 
also suggesting it. 

Mr, Ramsey asked if the branches 
could make returns to the city. 

Mr. Ford said that they could. 

Hon. Mr, Gariepy remarked that the 
head office might make all sorts of 
charges against the branch office. 

Mr. Ford: You mean to juggle the 
profit and loss. 

A Member: No, to absorb the pro- 
fit. (Laughter). 

Rev. F. A. Mercer's Protest 

“Wo protest against the full scope 
of the proposed amendments,” said 
the Rev, F. A. Mercer, who spoke on 
hehalt of the Labor Representation 
League. The L: inpcrsted sald that the 
main lines of jection taken up by 
the league were these: . 

“Every extra tax which js levied will 
assist the owners of land which was 
originally bought for speculation to 
hold on to that land.until the time 
comes when the old game of profiteer- 
Ing in land will commence once more. 
Against such we must make every 
protest. On the other hand we sup- 
port every effort whether by limiting 
the number of those who enjoy the 
protection of the moratorium or by 
limiting the redemption period after 
a tax sale to one year to deprive 
debtors of a means whereby they can 
beevme larger debtors to our city." 

The speaker said that the raising of 
the minimum of the income tax was 
asked for, that the cost of living 
should be deducted before the amount 
of taxable income was found, also 
that, if found necessary, the surtax 
should only be placed on land held 
for speculation entirely, and the im- 
provement tax should only be secured 
from buildings above a certain value. 

Debtors Property Owners 

“The debtors owing $6,000.000 of 
“st years taxes are all owners of 
property; half of this gum is due from 
persons owing taxes on property in 
the middle of the city; the people 
who, it is calculated, will not pay 
$1,500,000 taxes they owe for this year 
1918, are al] owners of property; the 
persons who have had the adminis- 
tration of the city affairs in the past 
are all owners of property; the per- 
sons, who, by their vote on bylaws, 
enabled the borrowing of the money 
now a debt against the city, are all 
owners of property; the persons who 
gave away the gas franchise and other 
sources of income to the city were all 
owners of property. The admitted 
object of transferring part of the bur- 
Gen of taxation on to a larger number 
of persons is to lighten the load which 
is upon these same owners of pro- 
perty at the present time. Seeing that 
these owners of property stand to gain, 
we claim that we are entitled to an 
immediate show-down of the facts of 


| the situation in regard to the owner- 


ship of land and the taxation paid up 
thereon, How far has the city #een| 
successful in its effort to collect back 
taxes this year? How much has been} 
obtained from the gas company since 
its failure to keep its contract? Has 
every piece of property been taxed as} 
ig not under direct civic control, e.g., 
chureh property and especially such 
ar is used for other purposes than the 
direct worship of God? How far is 
the city ready to take over immedi- 
ately all the jand on which taxes are 
due, realizing that property which is 
unproductive of taxes might better be 
in the possession of the city than of 
debtors, and that money can be bor- 
rowed on property easier than on 
unpaid taxes? 
Mr, Farmilo Speaks 

A. Farmilo said that he represented 
the people who were responsible for 
the wealth of the world. 

Mr. MacKay: We are glad to have 
ou hear after the other man. (Mean- 
ng Mr. Ford, this sally being received 

with much amusement). 

Mr Farmilo said that the working 
men, as represented by the Trades ana 
Labor Council, objected to the zone 
system on the street railway as it was 
going to increase the cost of trans- 
portation to the majority of them, from 
the fact that they mainly lived on the 
cutskirts of the city. Also in regard 
to the income tax, wages could not be 
classed as income, and if wages were 
taxed it would be necessary for them 
te ask for a general increase. They 
protested against the illegal use of 
the sinking fund tnasmuch as the 
money had heen taken for purposes 
ether than those for which it was 
supposed to be set aside. The tax on 
improvements was also objected to, as 
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taxing the homes for which the peo| 
had worked and saved. In nea 
every case where the working m 
owned a house and lot, the taxes w: 
paid up to date.
